all intents and purposes whatsoever; and if any person, disabled and de- 
clared incapable by this Act to be elected, shall after the passing of tliis 
Act, presume to sit or vote as a Member of the House of Commons, such

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person so sitting and voting, shall forfeit the sum of 
for every day in which he shall sit or vote in the said House of Commons, 
to such person or persons who shall sue for the same in any of His 
Majesty's Courts at Westminster; and the money so forfeited, shall be 
recovered by the persons so suing, with full costs of suit, in any of the 
said Courts, by action of debt, bill, plaint or information, in which no 
essoign, privilege, protection or ^vager of law, shall be allowed, and only 
one imparlance, and shall from thenceforth be incapable of taking, hold- 
ing or enjoying any office of honour or profit under His Majesty, His 
Heirs and Successors. 

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, 
That nothing in this Act contained, shall extend or be construed to 
extend to make void any election had before the passing of this Act, or 
to disable from sitting and voting in the said House of Commons, or 
subject to any penalty or forfeiture whatsoever, any person elected to 
serve as a Member in the said House before the passing of this Act. 
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
